U. S. May Move Against Air Line Job Bias 

The Equal Opportunity Committee may take its 
first enforcement action against the aviation indus- 
try because of a long record of non-compliance on 
the part of major air lines, JET learned. 

Only a few airlines—and none of the largest— 
have hired Negroes in skilled categories. The com- 
panies have yearly contracts with the U. S. Govern- 
ment totaling millions of dollars. 

Informed sources said that the next move will be 
up to Labor Sec. Arthur Goldberg, vice chairman of 
the anti-bias agency. 

He is being urged to personally intervene in the 
aviation cases—which are called the most flagrant 
on file—as a last resort. 

Established under a Presidential Executive Or- 
der, the Committee has the power to recommend re- 
voking of contracts with companies which refuse to 
obey non-discrimination orders. Up to this time, the 
Committee has not taken such a severe step.

The show, first one spon- 
sored by the U.S. in sub-Sahara Africa, will feature prod- 
ucts of many U.S. industries. Esony fashion models Al- 
berta Culbreath and LaJeune Hundley (under supervision 
of Joyce Bowman) will be the feature attraction of the 
show, which is expected to draw a million visitors. Also 
attending the show will be Johnson Publishing Co. Vice 
President William P. Grayson.

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Dr. W. E. B. DuBois Joins Communist Party At 93 
Dr. W. E. B. DuBois, world famed his- 
torian, sociologist and scholar, joined the 
Communist Party of the United States at 
the age of 93, the party announced in 
New York City. A Party spokesman said 
Dr. DuBois submitted his application on 
October 1 from his Brooklyn home. Since 
then he has been in Africa as head of a 
Ghana secretariat planning a new Negro 
encyclopedia. In his letter of application, Dr. DuBois 
Dr. DuBois said he had “praised the racial attitudes of the 
Communists but opposed their tactics in the case of the 
Scottsboro boys and their advocacy of a Negro state.” The 
winner of the 1959 Lenin Peace Prize, DuBois concluded 
“no universal selfishness can bring social good to all... 
Communism—the effort to give all men what they need 
and to ask of each the best they can contribute—this is 
the only way of human life ... These aims are not 
crimes. . . . No nation can call itself free which does not 
allow its citizens to work for those ends.” 
‘Race Hate’ Can Destroy U. S.—Lyndon B. Johnson 
Vice President Lyndon B. Johnson declared that “Com- 
munists can’t defeat us militarily and economically but 
they will try to destroy us from within by pitting race 
against race, brother against brother.” Attending a White 
House Regional Conference in Detroit, Johnson lashed 
out at “super-patriots” who are “unwitting allies” of Com- 
munism because they “scream that the judiciary is biased 
and urge the people to distrust their own elected leaders.”

Elected to a 15-member commission to propose a city 
charter for Canton, Ohio, dentist William E. Wilson and 
teacher Norma Marcere finished 12th and 15th.

Dissenting Judge Hits Segregation Attempt 

Dissenting from a majority decision of two other judges 
that a suit to desegregate Mississippi travel facilities must 
first be tried in state courts, Fed. Judge Richard T. Rives 
declared in Jackson, Miss.: “The facts clearly show that 
the arrests are a simple evasion to enforce segregation.” 
Boycotted Ind. YMCA May Face Grand Jury Probe 

Center of a segregation controversy which caused the 
Madison County (Ind.) NAACP to boycott the United Fund 
campaign, the Anderson YMCA faced a possible grand jury 
probe of its finances. Demanded by AFL-CIO Local 662, 
the probe is not connected with the NAACP’s fight against 
segregation, but “adds other pressure,” according to the 
Rev. Robert L. Saunders. The United Fund’s biggest re- 
cipient, the YMCA will receive $75,000 of $440,000 raised 
in the drive.

Miss. JIM CROW WALL FALLING. 
Diehard defenders of the South’s crumbling segregation 
system found themselves trapped behind their own lines 
as Federal judges, sitting in Greenville and Jackson, Miss., 
continued to knock down Jim Crow walls. In two separate 
decisions, they voted two to one to order city officials in 
nearby Greenwood and McComb to remove all Jim Crow 
signs, in compliance with the recent Interstate Commerce 
Commission order. The decision declared the first three 
new laws passed by Mississippi to block integration uncon- 
stitutional. 

The three-judge court in Jackson ruled after McComb 
City Police Chief George Guy told why he put “White” 
and “Colored” signs in front of the Greyhound bus station 
after the manager removed the signs, as ordered by the 
ICC. Chief Guy said he reposted the Jim Crow signs in 
order to keep the peace because “The majority of our local 
niggers want it just like itis...’ 

Ignoring the racist remarks, Chief Judge Elbert P. Tuttle 
asked: “Don’t you have enough police to keep the peace 
without those signs?” 
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Kennedy Asks For 100-Year Rights’ Report 
President John F. Kennedy asked the Civil Rights Com- 
mission to prepare a report on progress made in wiping 
out racial discrimination in the last 100 years. The report’s 
release would be timed to coincide with the Jan. 1, 1963 
Centennial of the signing of the Emancipation Proclama- 
tion by President Abraham Lincoln. 
Push Effort For Integrated Virginia Cemeteries 
Eleven Negroes seeking desegregation of three Ports- 
mouth (Va.), cemeteries charged that the cemeteries were 
sold to a private corporation as a “collusive device to 
thwart the rights of all citizens.” The Negroes made the 
allegation in a motion filed in the U.S. Dist. Court in Nor- 
folk asking that the Olive Branch Cemetery Corp. be made 
a defendant in a year-old suit seeking desegregation of the 
cemeteries.

Guy leaned back to explain: “as you know all police de- 
partments are suffering from a manpower shortage 
now .. .” Judge Richart T. Rives then interrupted: “Do 
you want some U. S. marshals to help you?” The chief 
dropped his head, answered: “Uh, uh, I think we can 
handle the situation, suh.” 

Earlier, Greyhound executive Edwin T. Rose told the 
court that since 80 per cent of its revenue in Mississippi 
came from interstate travel and only 20 per cent from 
intrastate travel, the company would lose money by setting 
up separate stations to comply with both Federal ICC 
regulations and state segregation laws. 

After hearing all the testimony, it took the three judge 
panel only 10 minutes to knock out the three state segrega- 
tion laws and order McComb officials to remove all Jim 
Crow signs. The Mississippi laws affected are recently- 
passed no-trespass, disorderly conduct, and no-congrega- 
tion acts under which persons are arrested for ignoring 
Jim Crow signs. The court still has to rule on breach-of- 
peace laws under which Freeom Riders were arrested. 
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Says Americans Aren’t Getting Rights Message 
Americans just aren’t getting the message on civil rights, 
declared the Rev. Father Theodore M. Hesburgh, president 
of Notre Dame (Ind.) University and a member of the U.S. 
Civil Rights Commission. Citing a need for the personal 
concern of all Americans, he declared: “We have the op- 
portunity to make the dream of America come true as 
never before in our history.” Americans, he said, do not 
realize the dimensions of this problem and its explosive 
implications. 
Refuse Miami Negro Candidate Chance To Speak 
The only Negro candidate for the Miami (Fla.) City 
Commission, Kenneth Williams, 37, was refused an oppor- 
tunity to address the Miami Women’s Club, which had ex- 
tended him an invitation. Said Club president Mrs. Frank 
Inacho Sr.: “We are not integrated at all and I had to ask 
that he not speak at our club.”

24 Yachting Clubs But No Openings For Negroes 

There are 24 clubs in the Yacht Racing Assn. of San 
Francisco Bay, but William Pritchard, 29, a radioisotope 
technologist at the University of California and a yacht 
racing enthusiast (in three years of trying) has been re- 
fused entry into all of the clubs to which he applied. Al- 
though Pritchard is a Negro, the clubs disclaim that they 
are biased but it has been revealed that none of the clubs 
have Negro members. Pritchard owns a 28-foot, $9,000 
sailing sloop, the “Jolly Roger,” but since the clubs won’t 
accept him he cannot race in any of their meets. 


Goldwater Opposes Forcing School Integration 

In a strong bid to win southern support for his 1964 
presidential bid, Sen. Barry Goldwater (R., Ariz.) declared 
he is against the Federal Government forcing public school 
integration and said he would support a constitutional 
amendment to return control of schools to the states. 
Addressing a 12-state Republican conference in Atlanta, 
Goldwater said he hoped the Party would reverse its 
stand for Federal enforcement of integration. He added 
that at the next party convention: “I’ll bend every muscle 
I have to see that the South has a voice on everything 
that affects the life of the South.” (See Editorial, page 10.)

Mississippi Negroes Can Now ‘Taste’ Freedom 

A three-judge Federal court outlawed three Mis- 
Sissippi laws requiring segregation in transporta- 
tion stations, making it possible for Negroes to get 
their first “lawful taste” of freedom within the state 
since Reconstruction. The new rulings put an end 
to 1) separate waiting facilities in bus and railroad 
stations for white and Negro intrastate (within the 
state) passengers, 2) separate toilet facilities in bus 
and railroad stations for white and Negro intrastate 
passengers, and 3) facilities designated for use based 
on race. 

We know that Freedom Riders, who made Mis- 
Sissippi one of the major targets in testing segrega- 
tion, will exercise their rights under the new rulings. 
Negroes who live in Mississippi should join them. A 
taste of freedom is bound to enlarge their appetite 
and they will no longer be content to accept it on a 
piece-meal basis. 


KKK, Not Negroes, Should Back Goldwater 

Senator Barry Goldwater, the “conservative” Re- 
publican from Arizona, has embarrassed his followers 
by endorsing segregation, calling for a “back-up” on 
Civil Rights and rejecting the Supreme Court school 
decision as the “law of the land” in a speech in At- 
lanta. Mr. Goldwater claims he is trying to help Re- 
publicans build a two party system in the South, but 
he is appealing to the same old Dixiecrats. Even 
Southerners were angered by his low grade plea to 
the Ku Klux Klan and White Citizens Council ele- 
ments at a time when Dixie is trying to change its 
tune. Obviously, the senator is putting his own ambi- 
tion above his party—and his country. He would 
rather be President than right. We don’t think he 
can be either.

‘DEFENSE DEPT. NOT DOING A

When Rep. Charles C. Diggs Jr. 
(D., Detroit) flew to Japan several | 
years ago in answer to bias com- 
plaints from Negro GIs, he discov- 
ered an unbelievable condition. At | 
an Air Force base, a front-line jet | 
unit used the Confederate flag as its 
emblem for planes and helmets of 
the pilots. Further, the office of the 
base commander had a rope with a 
noose hanging on the wall with 
the inscription—‘For Niggers and 
Rep. Diggs found dis- Enemy Pilots.” 
tressing Jim Crowism. If this situation was intolerable, 
Rep. Diggs’ mission found more distressing Jim Crowism. 
In Okinawa a town was divided and MPs forced Negro 
troops to stay in the slum half. In Tokyo, Negro troops 
were confined to honky-tonk places. In Germany, white 
GIs used the threat of economic boycott to force owners 
of public places to bar Negroes and restrict them to sec- 
ond-rate taverns and eateries in many cities. 

“Little has changed since then,” commented Rep. Diggs, 
the foremost Negro lawmaker fighting military bias. 
“Somehow the Defense Dept. has failed to do a forthright 
job. They insist in acting on a complaint basis, and often 
there are more complaints filed than those actually being 
remedied.” 

For the estimated 215,000 Negro troops of the Army, 
Navy, and Air Force, discrimination—despite the White 
House policy of fair treatment to all—is almost a part of 
military life. The major complaints involve off-base hous- 
ing at any base in the U.S. and assignment to one of more 
than 75 Dixie bases, where promotion, education of chil- 
dren, and recreation is a Jim Crow nightmare. 
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FORTHRIGHT JOB: REP. DIGGS 


With most Negro GIs with families being forced to live 
off base, housing looms as an important barrier. In few 
U. S. installations are Negrces permitted to live in nearby 
private housing projects. Most are forced to pay high 
rents for so-called “shot-gun housing” shacks across the 
tracks and frequent fourth-class public places. This prob- 
lem has been high on the agenda of complaints for years 
but little has been done by the Defense Dept. to alleviate it. 

Assignment to strategic bases in the South is also a prob- 
lem for Negro GIs. At some bases, commanders pass the 
word for Negroes to refrain from cooperating in any racial 
protest and even attending NAACP meetings. Troops are 
forbidden to go in town and attempt to use public places. 
In only recent months has the Defense Dept. issued an 
order forbidding MPs from arresting Negro military sit-ins. 

On education facilities available for Negro children, 
segregation is the practice at most Dixie bases—without 
any attempt for change by the military. Health, Educa- 
tion and Welfare Dept. officials and base commanders

work out special procedures to refer Negro children to Jim 
Crow schools, many times far remote from the base. 

The plight of the Negro GI was pinpointed in the recent 
survey of the Civil Rights Commission, which criticized 
the U. C. inactivity in providing “democratic treatment” 
for the men fighting for democracy. It called for U. S. en.§ 
forcement of non-discrimination standards for men in} 
uniform. 

The reason for the Defense Dept.’s inept handling of race 
relations in the military is the fear of Dixie lawmakers in 
Congress and the predominance of southern-born officers 
in the armed service. Both military affairs committees of 
the Senate and House are controlled by southerners, who 
also virtually operate the military through control of key 
slots. Dixie states reap millions of dollars from the fact 
that so large a number of bases are located in the South, 
but yet their officials refuse to provide any protection for 
Negro GIs. 

When President Kennedy noticed that the Coast Guard

he immediately urged a probe. Almost a year later, even 
after the President ordered Academy heads to integrate, 


not a Negro is enrolled in the officer school. About 20 Ne- 
groes took the service exam, but the service didn’t see fit 
to appoint any Negro plebes. 

This same indifference to progress toward integration 
affects all branches of the service, according to Rep. Diggs. 
To add to the difficulties, most of the Negro servicemen do 
not make complaints because of the fear of reprisals. A 
civilian committee organized shortly after World War II 
was discontinued and Pentagon officials refuse to establish 
a new group to patrol in the area of civil rights. 

At the present time, there is no uniform enforcement of 
non-discrimination orders in the military service and, as 
one Negro officer related: “It’s like a checkerboard. Some 
commanders have principle, some don’t. A Negro GI finds 
himself a pawn in a power struggle because the adminis- 
tration doesn’t insist on real action.” 

According to NAACP officials in Washington, complaints 
from Negro GIs are on the rise, a factor which even Rep. 
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ed Forces Dixie Bloc Is Anti-Integration 
Diggs admits. There is a feeling that more Negro GIs are 
sensitive to discrimination and will protest conditions. 
Rep. Diggs said: “At a time we are fighting for our life. 
blood, it seems contradictory that we allow our military 
to suffer from the actions of a few southerners.” 

To underrate the southern influence in the military is 
to misjudge true conditions. A Dixie bloc operating in the 
armed forces zealously seeks to undermine integration. For 
instance, JET reporters unearthed racial labels in assign- 
ment orders at Fort Knox, Ky. (Negro GIs say they are 
used in many areas) and discovered a numerical system 
used to identify Negro and white troops. Hanging over the 
head of any Negro GI who threatens a protest is reassign- 
ment or dismissal from the service. This is the condition 
of the world’s major freedom fighters. A condition Rep. 
Diggs and others seek to end as Negro GI’s are poised on 
the front line of the West Berlin trouble spot. 

At an Atlanta meeting, which was segregated, Defense 
Sec. McNamara appeared despite protests from the White 
House. Said a Negro leader: “Sec. McNamara appeared be-

The new program is aimed at areas of Los Angeles 
and surrounding communities where Negroes are barred 
from either home ownership or apartment tenancy. 
Negro Majority Predicted For Chicago By 1977 

A combination of Negro migration from the South, the 
race’s high birth rate, and pressures which confine the 
Negro to the city’s core will result in a Negro majority in 
Chicago’s population in 1977. Prof. Donald J. Bogue, asso- 
ciate professor of the University of Chicago’s Population 
Research and Training Center, added that while the pop- 
ulation of the city will not increase in the next 15 years, 
its composition will change. By 1970, he said, the Negro 
population, now 24 per cent of the Chicago total, is likely 
to be 30 to 35 per cent.

“The attractive idea of a 
contraceptive perfume,” Dr. Parkes claims, “is no 
longer incredible.” The doctor reported that experi- 
ments with newly-mated female mice that fail to 
reproduce if they are exposed to the smell of males 
from a different strain.

Deplores Widespread Bias Among Christians 
Racial discrimination “is as rife in the church of Christ 
as it is in secular life, and it is the largest millstone which 
hangs around the neck of some church folks and some 
church authorities,” a Nigerian leader charged before the 
World Council of Churches meeting in New Delhi. Sir 
Francis Akanu Ibiam, governor of the Eastern Province 
of Nigeria, also took swipes at discrimination against Ne- 
gro citizens of the United States and at the reluctance 
of whites to desegregate a swimming pool in Rhodesia. 
Cardinal Cushing Chides Selling To Flee Negroes 
Chiding those guilty of “panic selling” of homes when 
a Negro family enters a community, Richard Cardinal 
Cushing said this is by no means an exclusively southern 
phenomenon. “On the contrary, rigid patterns of resi- 
dential segregation seem to be a northern urban situa- 
tion,” he said. 
Burn Expensive Car Of Lynchburg, Va., Pastor 
The late-model auto of a Negro pastor who refused to 
back efforts to push for the hiring of Negroes in down- 
town Lynchburg, Va., stores, was found burning outside 
the pastor’s home. The Rev. R. Earl Bartley, secretary of 
the Lynchburg Negro Baptist Ministers Conference, said 
previous to the burning of his 1960 Lincoln, he received 
several threatening telephone calls. 
Church Group Cuts Costs Of High-Priced Funerals 
Quoting a recent United Auto Worker survey which 
showed that the average funeral expense for a Detroit 
worker was $1,250, a group from several Unitarian 
Churches (Greater Detroit Memorial Society) called con- 
ventional funeral costs “exorbitant.” The Society fur- 
nishes $100-to-$300 funerals for its members and says 
that the extra money could better be used by remaining 
family members. The non-profit organization’s president, 
Seymour Karp, said that his group cuts costs of embalm- 
ing, parlor displays and funeral processions by holding 
graveside services within 48 hours after death. 
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Skips Thanksgiving Dinner To Fast 25 Days 

After he rounded out 25 days fasting for civil rights in 
his jail cell on Thanksgiving Day, the Rev. Maurice F. 
McCrackin, 55, white suspended Presbyterian minister of 
Cincinnati, submitted an itemized list of food which he 
asked to be delivered to his cell at the Haywood County 
(Tenn.) Workhouse. The list of foods delivered the day 
after Thanksgiving, included: four cans of frozen concen- 
trated orange juice; 18 cans of soup; two large (or 4 small) 
boxes of crackers; two quarts of milk; a box of salt; a can 
opener; and a soup dish and a spoon. The Rev. Mr. Mc- 
Crackin was fined a total of $72 when he refused to enter 
a plea on a “peeping Tom” charge. He claimed he was 
arrested because he came to help Negro sharecroppers.

An estimated 500,000 Kenyans, mostly African 
(and an equal number of Tanganyikans) are desperately 
short of food. Both the U. S. and Britain have flown in 
food for family relief. The heavy rains ended an 18-month 
drought. Final tabulation of dead must await end of the 
heavy rains.

Mercer Cook Jr., U.S. ambassador to the Niger Republic, 
thanked American Negro leaders and Negro institutions 
who rallied to his emergency medical aid request. An ini- 
tial 500 pounds of medicine was sent to Niger when G. 
Mennen Williams, assistant secretary of state for African 
affairs, recently made his latest tour of African countries,

Still riding the crest of a wave of popularity, blind singer 
Ray Charles continued a coast-to-coast tour despite a 
series of problems that would drown a weaker man. Trav- 
eling through the “hard core” Jim Crow states of Alabama, 
Georgia, Mississippi and Louisiana, Charles declined com- 
ment on his recent arrest on drug charges in Indianapolis. 
However, he did confirm reports he would take a long rest 
at the end of his tour in December. 

“TI always take a vacation the first of every year, but it 
may be a little longer this time,” said the soulful jazz 
artist, who goes on trial January 4 on charges of posses- 
sion of narcotics. Released on $1,250 bond, he sped through 
the deep South by private plane and bus to meet other 
pressing problems, such as segregation, and poor travel 
conditions. 

After breaking attendance records in Nashville and 
Birmingham, Charles’ enlarged aggregation appeared be- 
fore an all-white Emory College audience in Atlanta only 
after he was assured it was a private invitational fraternity 
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Co i! Bars Negroes. Tots From Miss. TV Film 
Showing the television documentary film, Walk In 
| My Shoes, to an “adults only” audience, Jackson 
(Miss.) Citizens Council president John Wright told 
450 viewers the film proves Negroes seek “black dom- 
ination” of the nation.
